TO  BE  PLANTED  THIS  FALL  FOR  WINTER  AND  SPRING  FLOWERS 

For  outdoor  blooming,  plantings  may  be  made  in  the  garden  from  the  middle  of  September  to  December,  but  the  earlier 
the  better.  They  will  grow  in  any  well-drained  garden  soil.  The  bulbs  should  be  set  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3  to  4  inches  below 
the  surface  and  from  6  to  10  inches  apart.  In  December,  before  severe  weather  comes  on,  it  is  well  to  cover  the  bed  with  straw, 
leaves,  or  litter,  to  protect  them  from  “heaving”  when  the  frost  comes  out  in  the  spring.  Care  should  be  taken  that  this  mulching 
is  not  made  too  thick,  for  the  bulbs  will  be  injured  by  being  kept  too  warm  as  well  as  by  severe  freezing.  The  mulch  should  be 
removed  in  early  spring  when  danger  from  frost  is  past. 

For  indoor  blooming,  plantings  may  be  made  at  any  time  during  the  fall,  although  October  is  the  time  usually  selected. 
A  light  soil,  well  fertilized,  is  most  suitable.  Use  a  4-  or  5-inch  pot  and  set  the  top  of  the  bulb  just  above  the  surface  of  the  soil. 
Give  a  thorough  watering  and  set  in  a  cool  cellar,  covering  with  coal-ashes  or  litter  until  thoroughly  rooted,  which  will  be  from 
six  to  eight  weeks.  Do  not  allow  the  bulbs  to  become  dry  during  the  time  they  are  in  the  dark.  The  pots  may  be  brought  to  the 
light  in  a  cool  room  and,  as  the  spikes  are  fully  developed,  they  may  be  placed  in  a  warmer  temperature.  The  varieties  offered 
in  this  list  have  been  selected  for  their  distinct  colors  and  for  their  delicate  shades.  Practically  all  of  them  are  uniform  in  height.

While  their  culture  is 
simple,  yet  a  few  rules  must  be  strictly  observed  to  grow  them 
successfully. 

All  Lilies,  except  Lilium  candidum,  should  be  planted  from 
6  to  8  inches  deep — the  Japanese  varieties  even  12  inches 
deep.  The  bulbs  themselves  should  be  completely  enveloped 
in  sand;  no  manure  should  come  in  contact  with  them,  but 
may  be  placed  4  to  6  inches  underneath.  All  Ioose-petaled 
bulbs  should  be  planted  on  their  side  instead  of  upright. 

Lilium  candidum 

( Annunciation ,  or  Madonna  Lily) 

Perhaps  the  most  popular  of  all  the  Lilies.  Having  practically 
no  resting  period,  this  Lily  should  be  planted  in  September  or 
October  so  that  it  can  root  and  make  its  fall  growth.  Unlike  other 
Lilies,  this  variety  makes  a  tuft  of  leaves  in  the  fall,  which  must 
be  protected  by  rough  litter  or  straw.  The  first  to  flower,  it  is 
usually  at  its  best  the  latter  part  cf  June  and  is  splendid  in  the 
hardy  border  when  planted  in  conjunction  with  delphiniums.  It 
differs  from  the  other  varieties  in  that  it  resents  deep  planting. 
Set  bulbs  slightly  on  their  side,  placing  a  trowel  of  sharp  builders’ 
sand  under  them,  and  cover  with  2  to  3  inches  of  soil.  Each  doz

Many  of  the  best-known  annuals  may  be  sown  in  the  fall.  Some  varieties,  like  the  Snapdragon  and  Larkspur,  are  better 
treated  this  way.
